between the slot axis of the first lengthwise side second outside slot and the second 
widthwise side is a whole-number multiple of the first predetermined slot-to-side 
distance, the distance between the slot axis of the first widthwise side first outside slot 
and the first lengthwise side is a second predetermined slot-to-side distance, and the 
distance between the slot axis of the first widthwise side second outside slot and the 
second lengthwise side is a whole-number multiple of the second predetermined slot-to- 
side distance; and 

wherein the distance between each of the slot axes of the at least two slots along the first 
lengthwise side is a whole-number multiple of the first predetermined slot-to-side 
distance, and the distance between each of the slot axes of the at least two slots along the 
first widthwise side is a whole-number multiple of the second predetermined slot-to-side 
distance; and 

wherein each of said plurality of structural members is adapted to be detachably 
connected slot-to-slot to each of the other of said plurality of structural members. 

The system for modular construction of Claim 1 1 wherein the first predetermined slot-to- 
side distance is equal to the second predetermined slot-to-side distance. 

The system for modular construction of Claim 1 1 wherein the distance between the slot 
axis of the first widthwise side second outside slot and the second lengthwise side is 
equal to the second predetermined slot-to-side distance. 
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
